~ Vagaries of Warfare in 
Cathay. . 


‘The yyowess of the Chinese as 
fighting men, in the estimation of 
foreigners, is not regarded as 
baing of a high order. Whether 
they fight amongst themselves, or 
with some outside enemy, ‘thoy 
generally put up a poer show, but 
for that fact there are Teasons 
which bave nothing to do with 


the quality of the men. In ourt 


opinion no better material exists 
anywhere out of whieh conquer. 
ingarmies contd be coostrucced. 


and it will be a bad day foe the; 


rest ef the world if this material 
should ever fall into hands com- 
potent touse it. To begin with 
the supply is inexbaustible. Then 
the Chinese acldier is ils. fed 
and cheaply clad; he is capable 
of enduring great. physical strain, 
and readily made amenable to 

iscipline.—H och 
netoral ability sed 
agoing under aircumstances 


-Iwhich Western troops would find 


ih impossible to endure. The 
courage of the race ia as great a~ 
that of any ather, only it bas bes: 
somewhat differently developed. 
Ion mattets with which they are 
familiar the Chinese are not only 
brave, bus often foolbardy ani 
reckless. 

The reasons why 
soldiers seem to coine eo shortin 
the battle Geld are many and 
various. As to training they are 
generally deficient, ° They can go 
through evolutions on the parade 
sround, but are never exercised 
in the open couatry where battles 
are fought. They cannot form 
fours and march on a road whieh 
is only wide enough fora file, nor 
act as a unit over broken ground. 
Particularly they sre never 
taught to shoot—ammunition is 
too expensive to be blazed away on 
mere practice—hence their only 
idea. is to fire e2way withoor 
taking sim or minding where 
the bullet goes, and that as fast 
as ther can for as long as the 
supplies Isst. But it is in the 
matter of leadership where the 
greatest defect is visible, Chinese 
officers do not lead but follow up 
behind at as safe @ distance as 
possible, henca their men are 
like sheep without a shepherd. 
oreven a-competen: dog. Lastly 
the men are so frequently left 
unpaid, and otherwise imposed 
upon, that they have no heart to 
do their beast when engaged in 
active setvice. But let a Chinese 
regiment ba well trained onder 
competent officers: let the men 
be regularly paid 
treated;- then, provided they 
bave confidence in their leader- 
ship and are as well armed as 
their opponents, they could hold 
their cwn with any equal num- 
ber of troops trom any quarter. 

We have been looking through 
a "Diary -of the Revolution ” 
written atthe time from day to 
day br two writers who were 
told off to watch all the fizhting 
which went on around Hankow 
from October, 1911,"to the end of 
the year. There there are two 
features constantly commented 
on, natmely, the reckless ‘way in 
which the revolutianaries—most 
of them coolies and ricsha mes 
from the Hankow streats— would 
rash on the grey coats, and next 
the remarkably: few casualties 
which resulted from the enor- 
moos expenditure of ammunition 
by both sides, Battles were 
fought and lost or woh, but it 
was seldom the fighting which 
decided the issua but something 
alse.

buliets. The attackers ought to 
hava been swept away to a man, 
but nota single one fell—tbe aim 
was too high.—and they recaptur- 
ed tne station. An eye witness, 
who was present at the recent 
battle of.Changsintien writes in 
the North-China Daily News: 

“There was a tremendous amount 
of rifle and machine-guo firing 
oat of all proportion of the casaal- 
ties, which were comparatively 
few.” From this it would appear 
that the shooting up North is still 
poor as it was down 
here. Finally, when the groy- 
coats got possession of-Hlanyarg

China. Os what logical "growad,- 


then, can Dr. Sua wish to 
antagonisa the Yangtsze leader, 
as ho declares his intention of 
doing? . 

So much for the politics! 
aspect. The position becomes 
still more irrational when the 
military situation is considered. 
It ig no disparagement of the 
South China soldiery to say 
that it is unlikely they would 
prove successful where Chang’s 
forces were signally defeated.

As the result of the cew 
scheme for ministering to the 
soldier’s mental wants an Educs- 
tion Corps of extensive and costly 
dimensions has grown up, the 
Army List showing that this body 
cormprises 8 lieuteuant-colonels, 
34 majors, 90 captains, 235 lieut- 
enants, and 14 second-lieutenarts, 
besides 145 W. O.'s CL L., with the 
complement of W. 0,'s Cl. Il and 
sergeants. The education provided, 
says Capt. Gee, is such a3 & boy 
at an elementary school may ac- 
quire. What need then of this 
special Corps? The chief ‘effect 
of the grandiose scheme appears 
to bes heavy increase in eatab- 
lishment ‘costs at a time when 
retrenchment is imperative, 
Agaiv, in- regard to the new 
librarigs (which are additional to 
the regimental lending libraries), 
we find that these include the 
Royal Academy lectures, volumes 
onastronomy, biology, and“ Theo- 
retical Naval Architecture,” and 
copies of Euripides and Cicero. 
Altogether Capt. Gee calcalates 
that wasteinrespéet of the educa- 
tion scheme rons iuto hundreds 
of thousands aonually. Nobody 
would wish to deprive our soldiers 
of anything useful, but obviously 
a very Isrge proportion of these 
volumes muat be. closed books to 
the troops ia general. The train- 
ing that: will fit the soldier fors 
job on his rettiro to civil life is 
the point upon which the suthor- 
ities should concentrate. ”

Most of the contemporaries of 
Sir Patrick Manson in the early 
days in Formosa, then in Amoy 
and afterwards Hongkong, before 
ha settled. in London, Lave passed 
away, bot those who remain will 
remember his early attempts at 

“investigating the origin of 
malaria. It is stated that soon 
after he arrived in Formosa in 

’ 1866 he wrote home thet there 
existed there “ea considerable 
prevalence of disease, mast of 
which had never even been heard 
of. in. Aberdeen.” He set to 
work at once and reached 
regults which we now know have 
done so much for mankind. Dur. 
jog five years he toiled without 
finding anything more consider- 
able than his own ignorance of 
tropical medicine. Then he 
moved to the mainland of China, 
Dougbt a medical practice at 
Amoyg, and became surgenn to a 
missionary hospital and medical 
officer tothe Customs, Here be 
got on the track of the mosquito 
as the offender and introducer of 
malaria into the human bedy. 
His labours wern taken up 
by Sir Ronald Ross and a 
host of devoted followers, 
until we have reached the 
degree of life-saving in tropical 
countries which, if rot camplete, 
is so vast a step in advance of 
what it was, say, a quarter of a 
centary ago.

The Victory at. Changsintien. 


Peking. May 4.-—The news on 
the capiure of Changsintien by 
the Chibli turces, reached Peking 
this morning at ebout. eight 
o'clock. It seems as a great 
surprise to most people. and 
demonstrated once more that 
General. Wu Pei-fu’s strategy is 
ooly clear after he bas carried 
out a coup. 

Having lulled the enemy into a 
sense of false security, by putting 
into the line at Machang the poor 
troops of General Tsao Yin, and 
at Changsintien the Honanese 
whose efficiency is little better 
than that of those whose defeat 
at Machang marked the opening 
af hostilities, General Wu struck 

the enemys with the dramatic 
suddenness and vigor which he 
has shown jn all his battles, -but 
rarely in the early stages. 

Their initial successes at 
Changsintien had imbued the 
_Fengtien troops with great con- 
fidence. They had.easily met 
and turned each attack, and they 
had begun todeclare that General 
Wau ard his men were greatly 
overrated. 

General Wu's friends im Pc king 
ari Tientsin yesterday were 
famoenting that the Fengtien ‘pre- 
ponderance of erillery, muchine 
gacs and supplies generally ap- 
peared to give the invaders an 
enorfious advantage. Butnoone 
could offer any explanation of tha 
fact that nothing had been heard 
wot General Wu's own’ troops, 

- otrile the Fongtien propagandists 
were circulatingnamerous rumors 
of disszreement in the ranks of 

_ tbe Chibli forces, thereby 
eocentuating the; gloom of the

leftfront. This reached its obj-c- 
tive and increased the Fengtien 
optimism. But while that attack 
was proceeding the Chibli forces’ 
were preparing their master 
stroke. 


HOW THE BATTLE PROCEEDED. 
In. the evening five hundred 
Chihli men, moved round the 
Fengztien right flank, followed by 
a force of four thousand. The 
five hundred acted as an advance 
guard and connecting files Rept 
it in touch with the larger body 
in rear. Tha five bundred pro- 
ceeded in a Joisurely manner io 
the direction of Lukouchiao until 
they were discovered by the 
enemy, who brought guns, 
machine guns and rifles to bear 
and soon routed the small party, 
many of whom were captured. 
Night was then falling. About 
that time General Wu Pei-fo 
who was personally conductiog 
these oparations, Iaunched a 
heavy frontal attack which soon 
concentrated the attention of thr 
enemy in that direction. The 
fighting here continued until five 
o'clock this morning. Mean- 
while the flanking force bad 
reached a point nearly in rear of 
tbe Fengtien positions. At day- 
light the attack from the South 
was renewed with redoubled 
force, while the flanking party 
pushed forward in the direction 
of .Lukouchiao.. The Fengtien 
troops seem to have realized 
early this morcing thet ‘they 
were opposed by troops greatly 
superior .to these they had 
previously met. At seven o'clock 
Geners! Chang Ching-bui, Com- 
mander-in-chief at Changsintie~ 
called for an expression of opinion 
from. bis senior officers, who 
were unanimously of opinion 
that the time bad come -to 
avacuate that position and retire 
on Feugtai. As General Chanz 
Ching-bul was in constant corm:

General Chane Ching-hui 
and bis Staff left onthe Mokden 
line by special train at 10 o'clock. 
By eleven there were no Fengtien 
troops at Fengtai. oo 

THE DISORDERLY RETREAT. . 

Geueral Wu Pei-fa and his 
Chibli men at about nine entered 
Changsintien. where they found 
all tho Fongtien guns, munitiour 
aod supplies practically intact. 

During the retreat of the Feng- 
tien army 8 rearguard held back 
the Chibliforces who made des- 
perate attempts to reach Fengtai 
and cut. off the retreat. When 
the eighteen trains had left Feng- 
taiall the treops unable to entrain- 
including the rearguard, -wander- 
ed away in groups across country. 
A coptinuous stream passed the 
race course moving along the 
railway. ling in small groupe 
heading for Peking. Many others 
headed for Nanyvan, pursued. by 
Chibli soldiers. Some fighting 
occurred there but the Fengtirn 
troops were quickly subdued and 
disarmed. As tho city gates were 
ulosed the defeated men gathered 
in groups at various points. Large
